This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 7, 2006, 
which set forth the following groups of claims: 



I. Group I, Claims 1-14, drawn to a dendritic cell, and a method for the 
formation of a dendritic cell from a dendritic precursor cell, classified in class 435, subclass 377. 

II. Group II, Claims 1-6 and 15-22, drawn to a dendritic cell, and a method 
for activating an NK cell using a dendritic cell, classified in class 435, subclass 373. 



The inventions are asserted to be distinct, each from the other because the 
Examiner believes that Inventions I and II are related as a process of making and a process of 
using the product, and further the Examiner believes that the use as claimed cannot be practiced 
with a materially different product. Therefore, since the Examiner does not believe that the 
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product is allowable, restriction asserted to be proper between the method of making and method 
of using. The Examiner has indicated that the product claims, claims 1-6, would be examined 
along with the elected invention (MPEP §806.05(0). 



Applicant elects to prosecute Group II, claims 1-6 and 15-22, with traverse. 



Applicant reserves the right to file a divisional or related application to the subject matter 
encompassed by any claim of a non-elected group.
